DIETS FOR THE TWO 


KINDS OF ACIDOSIS. 


are two types of acidosis. 
Though the two conditions go by 
the one name they are radically 
different in symptoms, in ca 


and in treatment. 


The man who finds out that he has 
acidosis still has a most important hur- 
dle to jump. He must guess which kind 
he has. If he guesses wrong and stops 
all bread and cereal way of cure, 
he makes himsélf worse. The fire is 
worse than the frying pan, and if he 
jumps with his eyes shut. that's about 
where he is due to land. 


Dr. W. D. Sansum says the man who 


has the acid ash type of acidosis should 
follow about this diet: | 

Less bread and cereal ; less meat, fowi, 
fish and eggs; more fruit, v@getables, 
milk, butter, cornstarch, lard, sugar 
and tapioca. [The fruits that are ex- 
ceptions to the general rule are cran- 
berries, prunes and plums.] 

In place of ordinary bread Dr. San- 
sum advises bread made from two parts 
wheat flour and one part lima bean 
flour, with enough yeast, raisins and 
nuts to suit. Here is scientific backing 
for the potato flour so widely used in 
Ireland. and Germany in former, times. 
Flour is,made, or can be, from still 
other basic ash foods. 

Dr. Sansum gays the wide use of 
baking soda as a home remedy. for in- 
digestion, sour stomach, and other mi- 
nor ills is evidence of the prevalence 
of this type of acidosis. 

If, on the other hand, the acidosis 

is of the acetone type, the diet must 
contain plenty of bread, cereals and 
sugars. Such diets should include jams, 
marmalades, jellies, fruit juices, sirups, 
honey, cookies, plain cakes, breakfast 
foods with sugar and milk, candy, and 
candied fruit, as well as bread. 
_ The articles which should be wholly 
eliminated or greatly restricted are but- 
ter, cream, gravies, fat meats, and fats 
and greases generally. 

Dr. Sansum says: “Adults doing or- 
dinary work seem to thrive on diets 
containing two parts carbohydrates to 
one part fat. The fighting ration of the 
U. 8S. army during the world war con- 
tained four parts carbohydrate to one 
part fat. Children may very well need 
a similar ration.” 


The acidosis which children have so 


frequently is much more likely to be 
of the acetone variety. Therefore, 
children who are prone to at of 
acidosis should eat only a limited 
amount of butter, oils and greases and 
should be given plenty of cereal, sugar 
and candy.

Mrs. A. W. I, writes: My baby boy, 
17 months old, eats dirt every time he 
has an opportunity to get it. I have 
been told that there must be something 
lacking in, his diet which causes him ‘o 
crave such things. ill you please ad- 
vise me if this is so. What can I give 
him, or do? 

REPLY. 

Dirt eating is a more popular pastime and 
less harmful than most people imagine. We 
have learned by experience that a dirt eat- 
ing’ baby can be expected to mature into a 
good citizen.
